Dr. Emmett T. Brunson, 
Sr., widely-known Samson phy- 
sician, died Thursday morning, 
September 13, in an Enterprise 
hospital. Dr. Brunson who had 
received his 50 year medical 
pin in 1971 from the Alabama 
Medical Association, practiced 
until his recent illness. ~ 

Funeral services were held 
on Friday, September 14, at 
the First Baptist Church in 
Samson, with the Rev. Jesse 
Higginbotham andthe Rev. 
George Edens officiating. Bur- 
ial followed in Elba Cemetery 
with Pittman Funeral Home, 
Geneva, directing. 

Dr. Brunson, a native of 
Coffee County, was graduated 
from the University of Alabama 
in 1917, and received his 
degree from Emory University 
School of Medicine in 1921. 
He interned in Mobile General 
Hospital in 1922. 

He practiced medicine in 
Kinston until 1928 when he 
moved to Samson where he 
practiced the past 45 years. 
Dr. Brunson was a lifetime 
counselor for the Medical As- 
sociation of Alabama. 

Dr. Brunson was a deacon 
in the First Baptist Church 
of Samson. He was_ a dir- 
ector of the Elba Exchange 
Bank. 

Survivors include his wife, 
Mrs. Foye T. Brunson, Sam- 


son; a son, Dr. E. T. Brunson, 


Jr., Enterprise, a daughter, 
Mrs. Barbara Baird, Birming- 
ham; a brother, John Frank- 
lin Brunson, Elba; two sis- 
ters, Miss Mabel Brunson, 
Elba, and Mrs. Beatrice Saxon, 
Birmingham, and six grand- 
children.

Working Man

Chris Hinton, State High- 
way Department employee, was 
hit by a passing car last Fri- 
day morning as he worked on 
the Highway 84 widening pro- 
ject near the Farmers Live- 
stock Co-op.

GT Asks For 


Price Increase 


General Telephone Company 
has filed a request with the 
Alabama Public Service Com- 
mission for a general rate in- 
crease in its 38 Alabama ex- 
changes. The Company asked 
that the revised rates be ef- 
fective October 15, 1973. The 
request would increase their 
annual revenues by approxima- 
tely $2 million, which would net 
the Company $1 million after 
taxes. 

Bill Entz, Vice President 
for General’s Alabama opera- 
tions, said his firm has made 
the request, “in an effort to 
cope with inflationary pressu- 
res.” 

He emphasized that General 
had continued its programs of 
service improvement and ex- 
pansion’ despite’ high interest 
rates and increased cost; but 
added, “This has resulted in a 
situation where the revenue 
being derived from our pre- 
sent rates is not sufficient to 
support our investment and 
provide satisfactory earn- 
ings.” 

Some examples of proposed 
new rates in Elba are as fol- 
lows: A one-party business 
phone would be $21.35; one- 
party residence - $9.25; two- 
party residence - $8.10; four- 


party (SIP) $9.25; extension - 
S r $1.25.

Ben Mathis 


Case 
Now Closed 


District Attorney Lewey 
Stephens reported to this 
newspaper recently, that the 
Ben Mathis case has ap- 
parently been closed. Ste- 
phens made this statement 
after receiving word that the 
Alabama Supreme Court had 
turned down the last bid for 
a new trial in a unanimous 
opinion and added that “This 
case is finally at its logical 
end. There are no federal 
or constitutional questions in- 
volved, it has been to the Al- 
abama Supreme Court twice. 
and the U. S. Supreme Court 
twice. Mathis received a fun- 
damentally fair trial. There 
are no errors on evidence, 
statements or seized property. 
Any errors would be proce- 
dural and these have all been 
explored.” 

Mathis was convicted of 
murder in September of 1964. 
The U. S. Supreme Court sent 
it back once on “Witherspoon”, 
the case against capital pun- 
ishment when certain jurors 
were excluded. This case be- 
came a first after that be- 
cause one of the four chal- 
lenged jurors had died a few 
months before the case was 
reversed 

On May 11, 1972 the case 
was remanded to the local Cir- 
cuit Court for further action. 
On June 28th the “Furman ys 
Georgia” case rendered capital 
punishment out In Novem- 
ber, 1972, the sentence was 
reduced by the courts to life 

Finally on September 6th, 
the Alabama Supreme Court 
issued their final verdict. 


Questions 


Answers 


Q. I was told that I would 
get social security credit of 
$160 per month for each 
month of my active military 
service from 1941 to 1944, 
However, I sent in a post 
card for a record of my so- 
cial security earnings and 
found my military time 
wasn’t listed. Why was it 
left out? 

A. Military service is not 
actually credited to your 
record until the time when 
you apply for social secu- 
rity benefits. When you ap- 
ply, you will be asked for 
your discharge papers or 
other proof of military serv- 
ice. The people at the social 
security office will see that 
you get your military cred- 
its then. 


Q. I never worked under 
social security but I get 
monthly social security 
checks as a widow. Will I be 
entitled to Medicare when I 
am 65? 

A. Yes. You are eligible 
for Medicare at 65. Anyone 
who is entitled to social se- 
curity retirement checks at 
65 is also eligible for Medi- 
care.

Available 
To Disabled 


The Dothan Social Security 
Office is still trying to contact 
those people who possibly could 
qualify for additional payments 
under the new Supplemental 
Security Income program that 
will begin in January, 1974, 
Ted A. Gamble, District Mana- 
ger of the Dothan office stated. 

To be eligible for these pay- 
ments a person must be age 65 
or over, disabled or blind and 
have limited income and res- 
ources. Some examples of 
limited income are if a per- 
son has earned income of $345. 
a month or less, or unearned 
income of $150.00 a month or 
less. Some examples of lim- 
ited resources are if a person 
has less than $1,500.00 in the 
bank, owns a car with a mar- 
ket value of $1,200.00 or less, 
or does not have excessive 
real estate holdings. 

Anyone who thinks he may 
be eligible for additional pay- 
ments should contact the so- 
cial security office at once. 
Even though payments cannot 
start until January, 1974, the 
Social Security office is taking 
applications now so they can 
process them ahead of time 
and avoid delays that might 
occur if there’s a rush of ap- 
plications right at the end of 
the year.

Fights Water Leak 


The Elba Water and Elec- 
tric Department has been op- 
erating for the last several 
weeks under the direction of 
Mr. Robert Folsom, former 
Elba City Councilman. He was 
hired to supervise the depart- 
ment until something perman- 
ent is worked out, (new mayor 
appointed, new board member 
appointed). Folsom was an 
electrician in the U. S. Navy 
for many years. 

In addition to the normal 
problems of the department, 
Mr. Folsom reports that last 
Friday night the 400,000 gal- 
lon water tank West of town 
lost all of its water due to 
an eight inch water main br- 
eaking. The leak was repair- 
ed Saturday morning and re- 
filling began. 

Sometime Saturday or Sat- 
urday night a six inch water 
main broke near Sam Sawyer’s 
pond and the tank again empt- 
ied. The Elba Fire Department 
was called out on Sunday to 
assist in refilling the tank and 
priming the water main. 

The troubles were not over, 
as a cut off valve also was 
opened Monday and the unre- 
paired water main spilled about 
60,000 gallons more on the 
ground.

Farm Loan 
interest Rates 
Increase 


The loan interest rate in 
the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture’s Farm Storage and 
Drying Equipment Loan Prog- 
ram is being raised to reflect 
increased borrowing costs of 
money to Commodity Credit 
Corporation (CCC). The in- 
terest rate will be increased 
from 6.0 percent to 8.75 per- 
cent, per annum, computed on 
a daily basis. 

In addition, the amount of 
down payment required by bor- 
rowers is being raised from 
15 to 30 percent because of 
the accelerated pace at which 
on-farm storage is being add- 
.ed. The changes became ef- 
fective for loan applications 
filed on and since the 17th 
day of September, 1973. 

The changes are designed 
to maintain program activity 
at a level which will more 
nearly reflect the current sto- 
rage situation rather than the 
Situation that has prevailed 
over the past several years, 
and they should result in a 
reduction of Federal Govern- 
ment Expenditures in Fiscal 
Year 1974, the Department ex- 
plained. 

Under the Farm Storage and 
Drying Equipment Loan Pro- 
gram, farmers can secure CCC 
loans to finance on-farm sto- 
rage and drying facilities need- 
ed for grain and other commo- 
dities. Record use was made 
of the program during Fiscal 
Year 1973 when 41,046 loans 
were made for $156.6 million 
representing more than 313.5 
million bushels of storage cap- 
acity.

From Lines
